Plowing and secding have been 
actively carried on since the 12th of 
March in Southern Alberta. Day 
and niglit power plows are forced to 
the maximum capacity, and double 
shifts of men being employed, and 
at night powerful headlights are 
used to light up the prairie. While 
heavy shipments of engines are be- 
ing received weekly, the supply is 
not equal to the demand, as engine 
manufactures and their agents did 
not correctly estimate the require- 
ments of this district, nor were they 
prepared for such an early opening 
up of spring. In proof of which, 
spring robins are already here and 
the prairie is turning green. All 
signs point to a season making pos- 
sible a very exceptional deVelop- 
ment. . At Calgary the city commis- 
sioners. found it necessary to order 
out the street sprinklers, including 
a large sprinkler operated on the 
street railway, 

A few weeks ago an entire train 
load of gasoline power plows arrived 
in Southern Alberta, and a despatch 
is at hand advising that a large 
steam plough manufacturing com- 
pany of Indiana has shipped a train 
load of 80 steam plows. This enor- 
mous shipment has already left the 
company’s works. Each of the 
engines is capable of plowing 2000 
acres during the season, and if

|Pall Mall Gazette Publishes Text of 
| an Official Memorandum on the 
} Subject—To Cope with Political 
Combination of Any Two Great

London.—In order to clear up the 
obscurity which has surrounded the 
‘government's definition of its two- 
power naval standard for Great Brit-| 
lain, the Pall Mall Gazette publishes

LESSON XIII.—FIRST QUARTER,

Text of the Lesson, Mark xvi, 1-8 
Memory Verses, 6, 7—Golden Text, 
Rev. i, 18—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Having the option of a review or a 
resurrection lesson, we choose the 
, Easter lesson, as there is nothing so 
igrand as His resurrection, by which 
| He was declared to be the Son of God, 
with power and without which preach- 
jing and faith are vain and no one ever 
jhas been or can be saved, The resur- 
|rection, however, must include all of 
His earthly life that preceded His 
death, His life as the Son of Mary, 
}the seed of David according to the 
\flesh. Matt. i gives the royal line of 
| David’s descendants through Solomon 
to Joseph, who became the husband 
of Mary, while Luke iii gives David's 
descendants through Nathan to Heli, 
whose son-in-law Joseph became by 
|his marriage to Mary, and thus Jesus 
became heir to David’s throne. 

The quarter's lessons might be out- 
lined as, first, the genealogy and birth 
of the King; second, the visit of the 
Mugi and the flight of Joseph and 
Mary to Egypt and their return to 
Nazareth ; thud, the herald of the 
| King and the declaration of the Father 
‘eoncerning Him; fourth, the King’s 
victory over the great adversary, His 
testimony and the calling of some dis- 
leiples; fifth to seventh, the laws of 
jthe kingdom; eighth and ninth, some 
suniples of the nature of the kingdom, 

Now, as the kingdom was postponed 
by the rejection and murder of the 
King we in this age must know the 
power of His resurrection if we would 
walk worthy of Him and manifest His 
life in these mortal bodies. The res- 
urrection of the Messiah was plain'y 
foretold in Ps. xvi and xxii, Tso. lili 
and elsewhere. It was wondrously 
foreshown in Isaac being given bac 
to Abraham from the dead in a figure 
(Heb. xi, 17-19). In His teaching the 
Tord Jesus Himself many times spoke 
plainly of His death and resurrection, 
and the great truth of Christianity is 
that we have at the right hand of the 
Father in heaven a risen living Christ, 
truly a man and truly God, in whom 
alone is salvation, the only Judge of 
all mankind and the only One who 
can set up a kingdom of righteousness 
on the earth, 


The most horrible sng that ever 
happened on this earth,and that which 
|shows the desperately wicked nature 
of the human heart was the cruel mur- 
der of the Son of God, but God raised. 
Him from the dead and gave Him 
glory and will yet give Him dominion 
over all the earth, and His redeemed 
shall share.the kingdom with Him. 

His discfples never received His 
words that He was to be crucified and 
rise from the dead the third day 
(Matt. xx, 17-19), but some of His - 
enemies remembered them (Matt. 
xxvii, 62, 63). His mother and some 
of the other women who ministered 
/to Him remained by His cross to the 
}last, and some of them after His body 
was buried returned and prepared 
spices and ointments and rested the 
Sabbath day according to the com- 
mandment, intending on the first day 
to bring the spices and anoint His 
body (Luke xxiii, 65, 56; xxiv, 1). 
When they come to the fmb on the 
first day morning early they find the 
stone rolled away, they see an angel, 
who tells them that He is risen and 
that they must go nual and tell His 
disciples. When Mary Magdalene saw

Washington, D.C., March 13.—Pas- 
‘tor Russell of the Brooklyn Taber- 
nacle, New York, preached here aatey 
to-day tu splendid audiences. One o' 
his “lvcouriol was entitled, “The 
Overthrow of Satan’s Emyere.”’ We 
report the other one from the text 
‘above quoted. Pastor Russell said :— 

As Christians in the light of this 
wonderful ‘Twentieth Century we 
stand at the parting of the ways and 
‘must decide for right or for wrong, 
for truth or for falsehood, in respect 
to our religious convictions. Without 

uestioning the sincerity of our fore- 
fathers, we all object to their theol- 
ogy. It is in vain that ministers and 
Bible class teachers longer seit the 
facta of the case. Nor will intelligent 
and honest people agree that it is 
right that through their creeds they 
should profess one thing, and in their 
lives and general conversation they 
should ignore or absolutely deny the 
teachings of those creeds. Yet this is 
the position of practically all the 
thinking people of Christendom. 
Their consciences will not stand for 
this much longer. Hf they refrain 
from telling the Truth und taking 
their stand for it, they will not only 
sear their consciences (1. ‘Timothy 
iv, 2) and correspondingly separate 
themselves from God's favor, but ad- 
ditionally their course will sooner or 
later bring upon them the disapprov- 
al and contempt of all honest people. 
For although the masses are not yet 
aroused on the subjact, they are rap- 
idly getting awake. 

Do you wish me to illustrate what 
I mean? Do you wish me to show in 
what respect all denominations are 
ashamed of their creeds and anxious 
to hide the fact that they ever pro 
fessed them or were anxious to give 
them some new interpretation more 
consistent with the broader thought 
and more generous sentiment com 
mon to civilized man in this Twen- 
tieth Century? I will do it. 

Our Methodist friends are ashamed 
of that feature of their creed which 
declares that the Almighty is now do- 
ing everything that Divine Wisdom 
and Power can accomplish on behalf 
of our poor race to bring all to a full 
knowledge of Christ and to opportun- 
ity of faith and obedience. They rea 
lize that there is a weakness in this 
argument. And when they protest 
that. God must work through. means. j 
and hence tiiat the responsibility lies 
at the door of Christian believers to 
carry the Gospel to the heathen, they 
realize that this is an illogical argu- 
ment tov. For why should our Great 
Creator send to eternal torment mil- 
lions of his creatures, because of an 
insufficiency of zeal on the part of 
some of their more enlightened fel- 
low-creatures? Acknowledging the in 
consistency of such a theory our good 
Methodist brethren tell us that they 
hope that God has some other way 
of saving the ignorant of heathen 
lands and, perhaps, of civilized lands 

We appreciate the loving heart 
which prompts this answer and we 
agree that it is true—that God has 
another way for these. But when we 
Allert to pot cut what that other 
way is, some of these dcar friends in 
quire, ls it Metnodism? Did John 
Wesley preach it? Our answer is, No, 
Brother Wesley did not preach it and 
did not know of it. Not because it is 
new, but because it is so very old and 
was lost sight of during the “dark 
ages” for fifteen centuries before 
Brother Wesley was born. He was 
feeling after it, yearning for it, hun- 
gering and thirsting’for it, but the 
‘due time” for it to be made known 
to.God’s people had not yet come in 
Brother Wesley’s day. He preached 
the eternal torture of all mankind, 
except the sanctified believers in 
Jesus the Saviour. But in his preach- 
ing of the love of God he was used 
of the Almighty to wondrously pre- 


pare the hearts of Christendom for 
the broader message of the Bible now 
due to be seen and understood. Wes- 
ley’s Gospel of the love of God has 
mellowed the heart of Christendom, 
which once was frigid under the cold 
teachings of Foreordinuticn, Predesti- 
nation, etc., of the Westminster Con- 
fession of Faith—once the basis of 
nearly all Protestant Communions, 

If we and our Methodist brethren 
could maintain the same degree of 
spiritual warmth that Wesley and 
their forefathers enjoyed we might do 
without further instruction, But we 
cannot do this!

one of our Creeds were too strict 
in defining the saintliness of the 
Church class, invited to become the 
Bride of Christ and his Joint-heirs 
in his Kingdom.

“BURKS AS A WORLD HER. 


Love of the Poet Has Gone to Al! 
Parts of the Civilized Globe. 


A writer in T. P.’s Weekly com: 
ments on the sustained popularity 
of Burns as evidenced once more at 
the recent anniversary of his birth. 
“From Scotland the institution of the 
Burns dinner and panegyric has 
spread into all lands where the wan- 
dering Scots may have gone,’’ he 
says. 

“There is nothing comparable to 
this phase of hero-worship in any 
other _ nationality. Washington's 
birthday may be celebrated in Ameri- 
ca, and other heroes of the Republic 
of the West often recalled; but there 
is nothing of American origin akin 
to the devotion of the Scot to his 
Burns ‘The Scottish temperament is 
less excitable than the French, even 
than the German and the Italian; 
and the traditional ‘guid conceit o’ 
oursel’s’ of the Scot pales its irief- 
fectual fire before the self-conceit of 
the American. Whence, then, this 
exceptional display of the otherwise 
limited fervor of the Scots on the 
Burns anniversary? No sufficing an- 
swer can be obtuined to this query 
without a patient and discriminating 
study of the personality and the | 
poetry of Burns The poet himself | 
alone explains his long succession cf 
perfervid orators. One of the earliest 
panegyrics on the anniversary was 
spoken in the town of Dumfries in 
1820. John Syme was the orator. He 
was introduced as ‘the intimate friend 
and social companion of the poet 
during his life and one of the cabinet 
council of his heart.’- Syme was 
grieved by certain attacks gratuitous- 
ly made upon the character of his | 
friend then dead for 24 years, In- 
dignation lacerated his breast. He 
emerged from the retirement of old 
ige on pur;ose to defend his poet. 
‘Let me, sir, said Syme, ‘who has 
often and often enjoyed Burns’ in- | 
timacy—who has seen him in every | 
phasia, and has heard his lowest note | 
and the top of his compass—let me, 
sir, declare thit in all those situa- | 
tions there never was a sentiment or | 
expression that fell from his lips | 
which did not gild my imagination | 


while It warmea my heart, and whicli | 
evidently flowed from a fine and be- 
nevolent fountain of morality and 
religion.’ 

“From 1859 to the centenary of 
Burns’ death in 1896 the volume of 
annual oratory grew and improved in | 
quality. Broad-church clergymen 
emerged as frequent panegysists of 
He ead often soiling the wholesome 
flood of oratory by assuming airs of 
ethical patronage towards Burns, or 
Spreading unctuous whitewash all 
too thi@kly where no whitewash was 
needed. At the centenary of the 
tragic death of Burns Lord Rosebery 
excelled all other orators of the day 
in his double appreci tion, delivered 
in Dumfries and in Glasgow. Nothing 
more beuutiful has ever been written 
or spoken concerning Burns than the 
Rosebery address at Duinfries, which 
ascended on steps of golden eloquence, 
intoned by a subdving pathos, to this 
peroration: ‘“To-duy is not merely 
the melancholy anniversary of denth, 
but the rich and incomparable fullil- 
nent of prophecy, For this is the 
moment to which Burns looked when 
he said to his wife: ‘Don't be afraid, 


Vl be more respected a hundred 
years after I am dead than I am at 
oresent.’ He wes right in his 


judgment, for his true life began with 
his death; with the body passed all 
that was gross and impure; the clear 
spirit stood revealed, and soared at 
once to its accepted place among the 
fixed stars in the firmament of the 
rare immortals.’ ”

The Province Will Organize Univer 
sity With Care. 


That it is the intention of the au 
thorities of the University of Sas 
katchewan to proiit by the experi: 
ence of the older universities is evi: 
dent after a perusal of the 
report. Whatever is good will be 
adopted. For instance, the system o/ 
residence in college in vogue in Eng: 
lund will be adopted to some extent. 

The governors have purchased a 
site of 1,333 acres, and they are set- 
ting aside nearly 300 acres for a 
campus. This is to provide for future 
growth, nearly every university hav- 
ing suffered because short views were 
taken in the beginning. The work of 
higher education will not be divided 
Nmong separate institutions, and in 
this university the instruction will ba 
so liberal that the farmer studying in 
the College of Agriculture will receive 
a training that will place him on an 
equality with the most skilful engin- 
eer or professional practitioner. 

In this connection great praise is 
given the University of Wisconsin, 
which includes within its scope sub- 
jects us diverse as the criticism of 
poetry and the curing of cheese, 

Plans have been recommended that 
make ample provision for the estab 
lishment of: 

1. A College of Liberal Arts and 
Science with Schools of Music, Art 
and Commerce. 

2. A Cu'lege of Agriculture with 
Schools of Forestry, Domestic Science, 
and Veterinary Science, 

3. A College of Education with 
Practice Schovis. 

4. A College of Law. 

5. A College of Medicine with School 
of Pharmacy and adjacent Hospitals, 

6. A College of Dentistry. 

7. A College of Engineering. 

8. An Extension Department mak- 
ing rovision for local Technical 
Schools, Correspondence Classes, 
Lecture Courses, and Farmers’ Clubs, 

The ideals of the new university 
are outlined in one of the president's 
concluding remarks: 

“If our university is to serve the 
province in the things that abide, it 
should provide both the schools of 
science, where mastery over nature is 
taught, and the school of the humani- 
ties where men learn the purpose of 
life and the art of living. It should 
| conserve the best of the past, and 
meet the needs of the future,”
